The attorneys in question have also supplied 
us with a copy of Bureau letter of December 22, 1927, numbered 
as indicateé in the caption hereof. In its letter of December 22, 
1927, the Bureau authorized that temporary admission be extended 
until June 24, 1928, of the actors and actresses named in the 
list below, upon written consent of the bonding company or the 
filing of new bonds.

The attorneys for the Mandarin Company did not request 
an extension in behalf of Ld Yimetor wae authority granted for 
such extension in Bureau letter of December 22nd, last. However, 
the company has filed an extansion with reference to Lo Yim and 
the original of this extension is transmitted herewith, together 
with the extensions covering the ten actors and actresses named 
in the above list. 


In Attorney McGee's letter of cok tats taal be to 
the Bureau, he advised the transfer of Kone and Ko Song“to the 


Tai Wing Wah Company of Chicago, and no extension was requested as 
to these two. Nevertheless, the bonding company has transmitted 
to this office extensions as to these two actors. 


X Lo Pui-Was one of the actors admitted at California 
on April 27, 1927, to the Mandarin Theatre Company. Attorney McGee's 
letter of the 14th inst., apparently does not request an extension 
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of this bond nor is any extension granted by the Bureau in 

its letter of December 22nd, last. WBewertheless, the bonding 
company has filed an extension as to Lo Pui and that extension 
ie attached hereto. | 


In his letter of December 14, 1927, Attorney McGee 
requested that bond covering the infant Chinese son of Yeung Chun Yuk 
and Lan Far Ho be extended to permit him to remain with his parents. 
Bureau letter of December 22nd, does not authorize this extension nor 
has any extension been filed by the bonding company. This boy's name 
is Alejandro Yeung and he is therefore in the United States at this 
time with no valid bond covering his presence here. 


The original bonds as to most of the actors above named 
terminated on June 24, 1927. We have never been advised that the 
bonds were extended beyond that date, but assume that they were ex- 
tended, as authority for that purpose was granted on June 20, 1927, 
in a letter addressed to Attorneys McGee and Mather, at San Francisco, 
which letter bears Bureau No. 55374/227-I. At best, it is extremely 
difficult to keep an accurate record of these Chinese actors and it 
is respectfully suggested that when actors are admitted at ports 
in this district that the bonding company, if extensions are granted, 
be required to file the extensions with this odfice. We can then 
show that in our records and can transmit the extensions to the 
Bureau and keep our records straight. By following this procedure 
a great deal of time can be saved, it is believed, and if this sug- 
gestion meets with the Bureau's approval it is believed it will 
simplify the work of handling these cases. On a mumber of oc- 
casions we have been requested to advise various ports as to the 
present whereabouts of certain actors who have theretofore been 
admitted at Calexico under bond and we have found through corres- 
pondence that after admission they had proceeded to various ports 
of the United States and when their period of residence had ter- 
minated bonds were extended or new bonds were executed without ad- 
vice being furnished this office and as far as our records were 
concerned the aliens had not departed and were apparently in the 
United States long after the bond period had terminated. We be- 
lieve, therefore, that if all bonds must be renewed through the 
office where bonds were originally given the handling of these 
actors might be simplified.

This is to acknowledce receipt of, and 
thank the Department for its communicsetion of Decem- 
ber Zend, in re extension of vermit of the above- 
mentioned theatre, until June <c4th of this year.

to acvise tie Devartment that these vlayers had been 
merely loaned to the Tai Wine Weh Theatre, and that 
there wes no attempt on the vart of our client to 

rensfer them or be relieved from any liability uncer 
the bonds covering these voarticular individuals; but 
on the contrary it is the desire of the Mandarin 
Theatre at all times, rnd has been and is their policy 
to adhere strictly in every way to the terms of the 
permit cranted to it by the Tevartment, and there 
never hes been any intent or wish to evade any re- 
soonsibility resting uoon them. It would seem from 
corresvoncence passing between the Chicago company 
and tne Mendarin comoany, that the former was desirous

We also assure the Department that hereafter this 
situation will not arise, as the Theatre will arrange their 
contracts so that no actor will remain for more than three 
years.

1. This bond should be made and executed in duplicate.

6. The sureties on the bond must justify in double the amount 
of the bond in the form for that purpose accompanying the bond. 

7. The affidavits of the sureties on the bond must be taken and 
subscribed before an officer authorized to administer oaths 
generally, who must certify that he administered the oath, and 


affix his official seal. In case such officer is not provided with 
a seal, his authority to administer oaths and his official char- 
acter must be duly certified. 

8. A commissioner of immigration or an immigration officer 
in charge must certify that the sureties on the bond are good 
and sufficient and fully responsible to insure the payment of 
the entire amount of the bond. In the absence of these officials, 
the certificate of solvency should be signed by one of the other 
officials designated on page 4 of this instrument. 

9. Where a premium is charged for the execution of the bond 
a documentary stamp in a sum amounting to 1 cent for each 
dollar or. fractional part thereof of the premium charged should 
be attached to the original copy. Where no premium is charged 
a 50-cent stamp is required. These stamps should be canceled 
when the bond is executed and a notation made of amount of 
premium charged, if any. 

10. Where any collateral is taken by the surety the character 
and amount thereof should be stated.
